Boman Church Circles Expect a 
Tremendoiis SoandaL 


CARDINAL 
RÜ GGIERO 
DISMISSED. 


An Kcclesiastlcfil Napoleon of 
Finance 
Causes the Papal Authorities Bfnoli 
Concern—Mgr. FolchI Un­ 
justly Treated. 


R o m e, Aug. 2 4 .—Great excitem ent has 
been caused by the dismissal o f CardiiMil 
Rugg-iero , prefect o f finance o f the pro ­ 
paganda who has been lo o ked upo n hy 
many as the pro bable successo r o f Po pe 
Leo XIII. 
It is said that the po pe him­ 
self o rdered Ruggiero ’s dismissal, being 
co nvinced as a result o f inquiry that 
Ruggiero and no t Mo nsigno r Fo lchi was 
the really guilty party 
in co nnectio n 
w ith the m isinvestm ents, to use a mild 
term, fo r which M o nsigno r Fo lchi was 
dismissed fro m the papal service abo ut 
o ne 5'ear ago . 
The dism issal o f i ’o lchi was bro ught 
abo ut, it is said, by Cardinal 
Ruggiero . 
Fo lchi was vice cham berlain 
to the 
po pe and had co ntro l o f the papal 
funds. 
It was alleged that in the win­ 
ter o f 1890-91 M o nsigno r Fo lchi, who 
was suppo rted by Prince Buo nco m ^gni 
and Baro n Lazzaro ni, reso lved, in o rder 
to save the Banco Di Ro ma, in which 
the Vatican held 10,000 o ut o f 20,000 
shares, 
besides o ther securities, to 
establish 
first in 
Paris 
and Lo n­ 
do n and afterward in Ro me, Berlin and 
New Yo rk, a syndicate 
o f Catho lic 
l>anks, w ith the o bject o f abso rbing the 
financial so cieties o f Ro me that were 
kno wn to be in a disastro us co nditio n 
and to resto re them to vitality, while at 
the same time raising the value 
o f the 
depreciated securities. 
Abo ve all they 
wanted to save the Banco Di Ro ma, in­ 
tending, as they eventually 
did, entirely 
to reco nstruct it. 
The Banco Di Ro ma 
was created w ith a no m inal 
capital o f 
6.000.000 
lire 
($1,000,000), 
divided 
as 
already 
stated 
into 
20,000 
shares. 
But the real w o rking capital 
co nsisted o f 3,000,000 lire ($600,000). 
As 
Mgr. Fo lchi has taken o n acco unt o f 
the Vatican 10,000 shares, the adminkh 
tratio n o f Peters Pence fo und itself in­ 
vo lved no m inally to the exten t o f $2,- 
500.000. 
Mgr. Fo lchi had, ho wever, de­ 
po sited in the bank the sum o f 8,000,000 
lire. 
At that tim e the financial 
circles in 
Ro me were interested in suppo rting the 
creatio n o f these Catho lic banks and 
they were desiro us o f helping this 
financial m o vem ent in o rder to put the 
depreciated securities o n a firmer fo o t­ 
ing. 
Co nsequently M o nsigno r Fo lchi 
pro po sed to the co mmissio n 
o f cardinals 
that the Vatican sho uld enter into the 
co mbinatio n to the extent o f 3,000,000 
lire. 
He warm ly suppo rted the pro ject, 
claim ing that the Ro man 
securities o f 
the Vatican and the m illio ns o f lire in­ 
vested in the Banco Di Ro ma co uld no t 
be saved in any o ther way. 
Cardinal Di Ruggiero , it is claimed, 
was stro ngly o ppo sed to the pro po sitio n 
and pro tested against it with such suc­ 
cess that the co mmissio n was merely 
co nsultive and had no t autho rity to veto 
the plan. 
M o nsigno r Fo lchi igno red 
them and carried o ut in co njunctio n 
w itli Lazzaro ni and Prince Buo nco m- 
pagni the financial pro ject which had 
been subm itted to be rejected by the 
co mmissio n, 
M o nsigno r Fo lchi co m­ 
menced by sending a part o f the mo ney 
to l*aris, where the first part o f the 
pro po sed banks named Le Credit was 
fundeiL 
As the po pe had no t been info rm ed o f 
this arbitrary speculatio n, and as th e 
co mmissio n was o nly info rm ed o f it 
when it had taken place, Fo lchi w as 
dismissed and the co mmissio n hitherto 
purely co nsultative became a delibera­ 
tive bo dy. 
Such was the sto ry made 
public at 
the tim e o f Fo lchi’s dism issal Later 
investigatio ns, ho wever, which have 
been quietly go ing o n, appear to have 
exo nerated Fo lchi and im plicated Rug­ 
giero . 
There is great excitem ent in 
church circles and it is generally be­ 
lieved that a tremendo us scandal is 
aw aiting disclo sure.
